Q)- Who are your favorite 
groups? 

A) Of course fhe Beatles, 
Buck Owens & fhe Buckaroos, 
Martha & the Vandellas. 
There's Dr Feelgood & The 


Interns, who are a South Caro¬ 
lina band . . . Peagram & 
Parham, a banjo and har¬ 
monica duet who haven’t re¬ 
corded in about 10 years, Jim 
Queskin and his Jug Band 
from Cambridge. I like the 
Butterfield Blues Band, par¬ 
ticularly Mike Bloomfield. 

-Qj WIial’s your favorite, song 
you’ve written? 

A) Right now it's “Nashville, 
Cats.” That's only because you 
get bored with all the other 
tunes. You hear it on the ra¬ 
dio for awhile and then it gets 
boring. “Nashville Cats” is the 


story about me as a kid lis¬ 
tening to music a'ftd some of 
the tunes I heard and what 
I dug about it. 

Q) I understand you’ve 
worked with Lightnin’ Hop¬ 
kins, who is sort of a prophet 
without honor here in his own 
home town. 

A) As a matter of fact, 
Lightnin’ and I were living 
together in a horrible pad on 
the East Side for awhile. Is 
-be- bere-in—Houston- -now ?- t)b- r - 
do you know what I forgot, 
loan? Lightnin’ lives in this 
town! He plays on the streets 
in this town, right? When he 
was in New York, all the time 
I’d just sit and listen to him 
talk about how he wanted to 
got hack to Houston. He 
doesn't like travelling. 

He's a great, man. T hope 
Houston . . . uh . . . wrlt if s 
always so sad because it’ll 
happen when he dies that sud¬ 
denly people realize here we 
Had a great artist just walk¬ 
ing around the streets. You 
know Bartok starved to death 
in New York City. 
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I haven’t seen Lightnin’ now 
for about three years. We 
played together for a long 
time before I was in the group 
and he wanted to make an al¬ 
bum with me on harmonica. 
Then he left and went back 
to Houston and I never heard 
from him again. You know . . . 
he may not even remember 
me.

you would have thought; I had 
LBJ’s private line. John hasn’t 
gotten so big that he’s not im¬ 
pressed by true art ists who 
play Iho kind of music he re- 
.spects. John Sebastion is a 
pleasure to know. 

I hope he continues to give 
fhe world happy “Good Time” 
music that makes ail of our 
jjavs-ar biLmore-nleasant.- Jobn- 
was concerned that Lightnin’ 
isn’t a big star in Houston. 
His last comment was, "Tell 
them that we all want Hous¬ 
ton to recognize ^Lightnin’ 
Hopkins!” How about it, 
Houston?
